District attorneys, sheriffs and Superior 
judges of counties are elected by the people of counties, and charged 
with the enforcement of the laws. Grand juries are selected by the 
Superior courts of the counties to aid in the apprehension and indict- 
ment of criminals. This plan gives the people of each locality self- 
|government. Trial jurors are selected from the citizene of the county. 
The grand jury has the power and can play an important part in the 
unearthing of law violators and the bringing of offenders to justice.

The decision to close out the 
business was made following a 
hearing before the State Corpora- 
tion Commission on the company's 
application for a renewal of its 
license to conduct business during 
the coming year, according to Vic- 
tor Shaw, attorney for the com- 
pany. Mr. Shaw stated there was 
no criticism of the method of con- 
ducting the business, but that the 
plan of the business itself was con- 
sidered undesirable. 


SOLD ON INSTALLMENTS 

The company conducted its bro- 
kerage business on what was 
styled as the “installment plan.“ 
‘That is to say, customers ng 
to purchase, say, $5000 worth 01 
a given stock, would make a de- 

— assuming a contract on the 

lance to be paid in installments 
Upon payment of the contract in 
full, whether it took two months 
or two years, the stock was de- 
vered to the purchaser. 

Mr. Shaw said that at the hear- 
ing before the commission the 
question was brought up as to 
whether or not this method of sell- 
ing stocks was entirely fair to the 
purchaser, the point being that it 
might be entirely possible that the 
company could not deliver the 


stock in question should the con-. 


tract on payments run, for in- 
stance, for two years. As a restit 
of the discussions on this point, Mr. 
Shaw said, he advised the company 
to withdraw its application for a 
renewal of the license. This was
